17 (iii) ended State service on or before June 30, 1984;
18 (iv) retired directly from State service with a Sate retirement

19 dlowance on or after July 1, 1984, and had at least 5 years of creditable service; or

20 (V) retired directly from State service with a Sate disability
21 retirement allowance on or after July 1, 1984.

22 (2 0) The surviving spouse or dependent child of a deceased retiree
23 who was digible to enroll may enroll and participate in the health insurance benefit

24 options established under the Program as long as the spouse or child isreceiving an

25 dlowance under Division |1 of thisarticle.

26 (i) Subparagraph (i) of this paragraph does not apply to a deceased
27 retiree's spouse or dependent child who receives an Option 1, Option 4, or Option 7
28 benefit under Division |1 of thisarticle.

30 or more years of creditable service, theretiree or the retireg's surviving spouse or
31 dependent child is entitled to the same State subsidy allowed a State employee.

32 (2 In all other cases, if aretireehasat least 5 years of creditable service,
33 theretiree or theretiree's surviving spouse or dependent child is entitled to 1/16 of

34 the State subsidy allowed a State employee for each year of the retiree's creditable

35 service upto 16 years.
